| Cosmic radiation has been the special study 
of Professor Rossi, Director of the Institute ot 
Physics in the University of Padua, for some 
years past. His observations have led him to 
think that cosmic rays are not caused by 
ultra-gamma radiation, but by radiation of a 
corpuscular character. It is suggested that 
these corpuscles, the nature of which Is un 
known. do not come from inter-stéllar space at 
all, but are generated in atmosphere by an 
unknown agent. 

It will be recalled that Professor Piccard, 
alter his second balloon ascent. last year, 
described the ravs as beating on the gondola 
of his balioon like rain. lt is felt that 
observations of the effect of the magnetic 
equator on the rays may quite possibly lead to 
important conclusions.

An attempt to restore the letter-writing 
habit among intellectual people is being made 
by a League of Nations '“ Literature and 
Arts Committee, which holds its next meet. 
ing in Madrid from May órd to 7th. Members 
also wish to restore the 18th century Salon,” 
states Reuter, from Madrid. 

It will be the second meeting of the Com- 
mittee, which was founded by the Inter- 
national Intellectual Co-Operation Commission 
in 1951, to work under the auspices of the 
League.
